Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlomnn, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  youthe  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  of  your  District  for  the  1965. 

The  vital  statistics  for  this  Rural  Sanitary  District  must  be 
treated  T-dth  at  least  some  degree  of  c j.rcumspection,  because  they  are  of 
necessity  relative  to  the  population  resident  ’ben  the  Registrar  General's 
estimates  ’v/ere  made  in  mid  year,  a.nd  cannot  take  into  account  the  difference 
betv^een  permanent  population  and  those  ■'■bo  are  sem.i-pernanent  (or  temporary). 
This  latter  group  are  of  some  special  significance  to  this  area  because 
they  are  largely,  if  not  entirely,  associated  ’dth  the  na.ior  constructional 
pro.iect  being  carried  out  by  the  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board,  and 
eraployinp  several  thousand  i-’or'cers.  It  is  not  known  as  to  ’’hat  p'^rcentage 
have  com.e  to  live  ’dthin  the  District  but  it  can  be  assumed  that  their 
presence  must  distor  the  overall  population  figure;  nnd  also  that,  ns  they 
are  of  the  'Young  family  group'  they  couM  influenze  the  Birth  and  Death  R”tes 
as  well. 

It  must,  therefore,  suffice  to  state  that  the  cur'^ent  population  is 
9,240,  and  that  the  fi’-ure  reflected  by  the  preceding  year  ’-ras  S,620. 

As  has  been  reported  previously  the  population  for  1955  uas  3,500, 

From  that  year  onward  until,  and  including  1963  there  ’'ad  been  an  a.nnual 
progressive  fall  of  the  order  of  from  30  to  50  persons  to  reach  the 
minimal  figure  of  7,950  in  1963.  As  has  been  stated  above  the  current  true 
population  trend  is  .-uite  impossible  to  assess.  That  trend  in  any 
population  gives  a pointer  to  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority,  the  Local  Housing 
Authority  and  t’ne  Local  TLatcr  Aathoritjr  as  to  how  to  plan  for  the  future  needs 
in  each  sphere,  bearing  in  mind  that  there  must  always  be  a prescribed 
length  of  time  between  the  adoption  of  a policty  and  its  completed  fruition, 

The  current  vital  stati'~tics  aro  ruoted  in  this  Report,  even  if 
only  as  a matter  of  a.cceptcd  practice.  From  1955  to  1959  the  Birth  Rate 
was  falling.  This  period  iras  fcllowr.d  by  a tendency  to  slow  increase, 
with  considerable  fluctuations,  i960  being  17,3,  1963  - 13.87,  I964  - 19^09 
and  the  current  21.5.  The  current  Birth  Rate  for  Anglesey  is  19.3  and  for 
England  and  Males  (as  a whole)  18.0.  The  Death  Rate  from  i960  to  1963 
produced  an  increase  from  12.4  to  13.76.  In  I964  it  was  10. 06  and  for  the 
current  year,  11.2.  The  current  Death  Ra.te  for  Anglesey  is  12.4. 

The  total  Rateable  Value  has  increased  from  £l6l,962  to  £177,992 
and  a Fenny  Rate  productivity  'nas  varied  from  £629  to  £698.  Div’clling  houses 
have  increased  from  2,828  to  2,937  and  all  other  promises  ( other  than 
D^vellings  and  Farms)  have  increased  apparently  from  425  to  792.  Apaurt  from 
the  anticipated  periodic  epidemic  of  measles  (amounting  to  95  Fotif icat'ons) 
t’nere  Tv^ere  no  other  epidemics.  Public  response  to  protective  measures  of 
immunisations  resulted  in  only  five  cases  of  that  former  scourge,  wlioooing 
cough.  There  were  only*  siic  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  which  two  were  non- 
respiratory  and  of  the  rcspira.tory  form  the  3’oungr-st  was  aged  52  years, 

I'  the  present  year  nqile  deaths  have  more  cq'^al-led  fem.ale  but  of  the 
causes  the  onl^’  appreciable  change  has  been  that  the  number  of  the  coronary 
cardiac  disease  group  in  the  male  has  nearly  doubled,  but  in  so  doing  conforms 
v’ith  a national  trend. 

Due  to  mains  extensions  carried  nut  by  the  County  Water  Authority 
approximately  a.  further  4OO  of  the  population  are  novr  supplied  idth  treated 
mains  ’water  supply.  In  t’ne  tourist  centres  of  Benllrch  and  ■’'oelfre  there 
’.were  further  increases  in  the  Se’.wrage  House  Cotinections  - in  the  case  of 
Benllech  the  nu.mbcr  increased  from  the  e.nrlir'r  2o2  to  326,  and  in  I.ioolfre  from 
236  to  255. 


Council  House  provision  has  increased  from  420  to  449  and  private 
dwelling  construction  has  increased  from  4^5  to  511.  It  is  satisfactory  to 
realise,  that  there  has  been  further  improvc!rx:nt  in  the  ouality  of  Ice  Groan 
judging  by  the  sample  reports  all  of  which  ■'■?ere  made  upon  the  prepacked 
comnoditj',  there  being  no  manufacturing  retailers  ■'dthin  the  District. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like,  to  than'-  the  Chairman  and  h'enbers,  and 
the  Clerk  and  his  sta.ff  for  their  interest  aid  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for 
their  all-time  ready  co-opora.tion  and  a,ssistance.

I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  1965. 

The  sewerage  schemes  \/ere  functioning  during  the  year.  The  remedial 
Vi/orks  to  the  sea  outfall  at  Benllech  was  completed. 

No  progress  was  made  regarding  the  proposed  schemes  for  Llanfechell 
and  Penysarn, 

During  the  year  a scheme  for  housing  aged  persons  was  commenced  in 
Benllech,  The  scheme  comprised  of  5 - tv^o  bedroomed,  11  one  bedroomed 
bungalows,  a Yvardens  house  and  coimaunal  room,  A feature  of  this  scheme  is 
the  v.’arm  air  heating  of  the  bungalows  by  gas.  By  the  end  of  the  year 
fourteen  bungalows  were  completed. 

The  number  of  dwellings  imj..roved  with  the  aid  of  grants  during  the 
year  was  57. 

The  soa  wall  at  Cemaes  Bay  was  completed  during  the  year.  This 
was  constructed  at  a cost  of  ^*.15,006  by  the  nnglesoy  Co'onty  Council  as 
agents  for  this  Coiincil. 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  Clerk  of  lorks,  Mr  E,  C,  vdlliams  died 
in  August,  He  had  soived  the  Council  for  eighteen  years.
